Dan R . Hanna, president, and R . L. I 
Ireland, second vice president of the 
M. A. Hanna company, and IJ. T. Mc­ 
Cabe of Pittsburg, fourth vice presi­ 
d e n t of th e Pennsylvania company, 
each was indicted on one count which 
charges th e M. A. Hanna company 
has an alleged contract with the Penn­ 
sylvania company whereby the Hanna 
company is said to have rebated to 
shippers profits of the Ohio and W est­ 
ern 
Pennsylvania Dock company, a 
subsidiary concern of the Hanna com­ 
pany. 
The dock company, which is in­ 
cluded in the Indictment, leases and 
operates docks owned by the Pennsyl­ 
vania company at s. veral Lake Erie 
ports. 
The M. A. Hanna company is one 
of the large-t iron ere, pig iron, coal 
and coke concerns in the country.

Suits W ill Begin at Once. 


District 
Attorney 
W . 
L. Day an­ 
nounced Im m ediately following tlie fil­ 
ing of the iv / >rt that “ large and im­ 
portant suits" wounl be begun imme­ 
diately. 
The cases are interstate commerce 
commission cases brought to insure 
that published ore shipping ratt s are 
effective. 
The government w ill seek 
to show that the indicted railroads 
owned docking facilities in Ashtabula, 
()., 
and 
Conneaut, 
()., 
harbors; 
that these were operated by compan­ 
ies which were in effect “ hired" by the 
railroads; that the railroads paid ex­ 
cessive rates 
to 
the docking 
com­ 
panies for loading and unloading iron 
ore; that the docking companies paid 
over a portion of the money thus re­ 
ceived to the shippers and that the 
whole constitutes a conspiracy in vio­ 
lation of the Elkin s law'. 
The penalty for rebating is a fine of 
not less than $1,000 nor more than 
$20,000, with impriconment not to ex­ 
ceed two years. 
The penalty for con­ 
spiracy is not to exceed a fine of $10,- 
000 and imprisonment not to exceed 
two years. 
In addition, under the E l­

law, the government

right to bring civil suit for three times

DESPERATE LEGAL STRUGGLE

lyos Angeles, Cal.. April 27.— John J. 
M cNam ara, secretary of the Interna­ 
tional 
Bridge 
and

Jam es II. M cNam ara, and O rtie E. Mc- 
Manigal, th* 
alleged dynamite con 
splrators, accused of blowing up the 
Tim es newspaper plant last October, 
In which twa nty-one men were killed, 
are in the county jail in separate cells, 
surrounded by extra guards. 
Their arrival, after a journey ih 
irons from Indianapolis and Chicago, 
Fignalized the beginning of what is 
expected to be a d< sperate legal strug­ 
gle. 
D istrict Attorney John IJ. Fred­ 
ericks said that the form ality of ar­ 
raignment would now await the con­ 
venience of the defens . 
O. X. Hilton, counsel for the W est­ 
ern Federation of Miners, who cam« 
here, presumably to join couns< 1 for 
the defense, stopped all efforts when 
he received a telegram from President 
R yan of the iron workers’ association 
saying that all matters pertaining to 
the defense of the international st cre- 
tary 
and 
his 
reputed 
confederate s 
were in the hands of Indianapolis law­ 
yers. 
"There 
is 
almost 
an 
infinity 
of 
things suffi ring to he done at once,” 
Attorney Hilton said, “ but there have 
been no preparations and there is no 
money in sight except the lunds ag­ 
gregating $250,000 pledged by Pre i- 
dent Moyer of the Western Federation 
of Miners.’' 


Run Gauntlet of Crowds . 


The alleged conspirators arrived at 
the jail in automobiles after running 
the gauntlet of two crushing crowds, 
which, in their eagerness 
to get 
a 
glimpse of the prisoners, overbore the 
efforts of more than a score of de­ 
tectives and deputy sheriffs. 
The men 
were taken from the train in Pasa­ 
dena and on the nine-mil«’ trip to the 
county jail by automobile speed laws 
were disregarded. 
During the trip from Dodge City, 
Kan., where John J. M cNam ara was 
placed on board the train bearing Ids 
brother and MeManigal, the three men 
were kept in separate compartments. 
John knew that his brother was under 
arrest because he caught a glimpse of 
him ¡s lie entered the railroad station 
in the Kansas town. 
But John wa- ig­ 
norant of the situation of his alleged 
confederates and to keep him in ignor­ 
ance of it he w’as not brought through 
the prison doors at the same time. 
Jam es 
M cNam ara and 
MeManigal 
were taken from the train at the main 
station in Pasadena and hustled into 
one motor car, while John remained 
in his compartment until the R aymond 
street station, also in Pasadena, was 
reached, where a second automobile 
was 
in 
waiting. 
John escaped 
the 
curious throngs about 
the 
Jail, 
but 
Jam es and MeManigal w’ere rushed by 
a crowd so dense they were unable to 
reach the waiting motor car until ofli 
cers could clear a path.

President Taft has become deeply In- ! 
terested in the matter of preventing 
the aiding and abetting of revolution­ 
ists in foreign countries by citizens o f - 
111«» Uii!ti><l Sta te s, e ltli« ’t* in person or 
by furnishing arms an«l supplies. 
At 
present the law is entirely inadequate, 
and legislation is necessary to give tlie 
president power to enforce neutrality 
In an effective manner. 
One reason w hy the people of South 
ami Central Am erica dislike and <lis- i 
trust ttie United Stati's is because buc­ 
caneers from this country dip into 
every rebellion and make large profits 
In selling arms and furiii-ddug men. 
all under cover of the United St:it«*s 
flag. 
It Is expected that an effort will 
be made at an early day to pass more 
effective neutrality laws. 


In the Pres ident's Hands . 
“ It ’s now’ up to congress,” said S«»n 
ator Stone, speaking of the Mexican 
situation. 
But he was far from voie 
lug any idea the president had on that 
subject. 
Not only did the president 
think that then» was no reason why 
the Mexican situation should be re-j 
f«‘rre«l to congre -, but at the time the 
Missouri senator made his speech lie 
was determined to k«*«>p the control of 
the situation in his own hands.

Observations on His Hubert 


Farm 
The following letter addressed to 
the editor of tin* Brainerd Dally Dis­ 
patch by f re e m a n Thorp, of Hubert, 
explains In detail his plan of em bank­ 
ments for tin- conservation of mois­ 
ture. 
Mr. Thorp, one of the greatest por­ 
trait painters of the country, is at 
the same time deeply verted in the 
culture of trees and has made it a 
perfect, hobby in his leisure moments 
to study how the yield of them as well 
as crops could be doubled by saving 
the moisture, all these Ideas being 
worked out on his 1,500 acre exper­ 
imental farm at Hubert, a short dis­ 
tance north of Brainerd. Mr. Thorp s 
letter reads as follows: 


Hubert. Minn., April la th , 1911. 
Dear s i r . - Ii. answer to your in­ 
quiry I respect fully submit the fol­ 
lowing circular letter, second edition. 
I am now taking from trenches in 
my wet meadows nine feet deep, pure 
humus from the wash-off of decaying 
leaves and vegetation on the su r­ 
rounding uplands where if the ru n ­ 
off of rain and snow water had been 
prevented there would now 
he 
a 
coating of humus th a t plowed into 
the sandy soil would make it Ideal 
for Groping as my sandy soil now is 
where I have put this humus. 
In my 
judgment the greatest waste of na­ 


t u r e 's resources is in the run-off of 
rain and snow water, carrying with 
it from uncultivated and forest land, 
much of decaying vegetable mould 
th a t should be left to form the humus 
so essential to the soil, carrying with 
it by soil erosion, especially from the 
cultivated fields, much of the best 
chemical ingredients of the soil, tha t 
arr- carried upwards by capillary a t ­ 
teal (ion and left at. the surface by 
evaporation, carrying with 
it 
>b(> 
soluable plant food and fertilizing 
material that is in all rainwater, aer­ 
ifying the moisture from tile uplands 
when* it is most needed, pouring it 
down on the wet lowlands to their 
great detriment and into the streams 
to swell damaging Hoods. 
My ob­ 
servation of I I years on my 1500 
acre tract of land here is, that more 
than half the rain and snowfall runs 
off from the land 
it8 natural state, 
tha t l f there was no fertilizing ma­ 
terial in the rain and snow water to 
replenish the soil its fertility would 
be very rapidly exhausted by Grop­ 
ing, and t h a t win n I hold upon the 
uplands the whole of the rain and 
snow water I get Into the soil nearly 
as much plant food in the year's pre­ 
cipitation as is taken from Hie soil 
by an annual crop, and that, in ad­ 
dition to the loss of moisture, the 
loss of humus and the loss by soil 
erosion, the loss of fertilizing m a­ 
terial in the rain water itself result­ 
ing from the run-off is of serious 
consequence. 
I mn glad that circumstances and 
a strong desire to know the “ w hy” 
of tilings has enabled me to find a 
I way to stop all of this 
waste. 
I 
i have been at it 14 years, but said 
n o thing publicly of the “ New Idea” 
until I had worked it out to a prac­ 
tical demonstration 
and 
produced 
convincing visible' results. 
I 
now 
| c onsider it a public duty to give the 
world the bene fit of this discovery, 
by giving it all the' publicity possible. 
I have no purpose of pecuniary gain 
from exploiting this discovery but 
want to give the farmers, the land 
owning and land 
working 
public 
the> benefit of it. 


In practice it doubles the annual 
forest growth and crop yield on my 
land at Hubert, Minn. 
It is not an 
untried theory but a demonstrated 
practical method. 
All who visit Hu­ 
bert can see it iii operation on tile 
driest land of Northern Minnesota 
with as great variety of surface as 
is found anywhere, and tile intelli-

adapt it to his own land in a way to 
give him the* best results for the least 
work and feel that he is doing bis 
part of the world’s greatest Conser­ 
vation movement yet attempted, a 
movement that Will ultimately re­ 


d e e m and profitably utilize’ all the 
waste* places of the world whether 
desert or swamp, tor holding ail tin- 
rainfall on the dry u p l a n d s with its 
weal!Ii of plant food. 
It makes those 
lands p r o d u c e abundant annual crops 
increasing from year to year under 
the best cultivation and crop rota­ 
tion, while holding all of the rain- j 
fall of the uplands right w here' it will 
ele» the> most good, keeping it off from 
the lowlands, that then receive only 
the rainfall of their own area, which, 
except in the e’ase of springy land. Is 
no more th an they need for the best 
crop results. 
And as this new idea applied to 
forestry doubles Hie annual growth 
of existing forest ureas and will en­ 
able each farmer to grow, a timber 
belt a ronml his farm on the same 
profitable basis for his acres devoted 
to it as growing corn, whe at, or po­ 
tatoes and thus protecting Ii in farm 
from violent cold winds and violent 
hot winds, with their great watse* of 
evaporation and drifting 
of 
soil, 
wiiile ge tting right at home the high­ 
est prices feir all his rapidly grown 
timber, safe1 from any possibility Of 
forest fire*. 
This new idea gelees far 
towards solving the problem of tim ­ 
ber supply by inducing the growth of 
timber on the farms and every man 
who promotes this movement on ills 
land or with his influence* in induc­ 
ing othe rs to do so is a public bene­ 
factor. 
Those* who have written me* 
for such information of the- practical 
working of tills new method as I can j 
give, I hail as comrades in the grand 
army of productive* progress, to carry 
on the* great work of developing this 
and othe»r advanced methods iii ag* 
riculture* and fore»stry. 
Th<> me thod is to make on all cul- 
tivated upland Holds, embankments 
with the plow and dise> with no more 
labor than the ordinary plowing and 
discing for crops, in derail as follows: 


For the embankment around the 
outside* of the field, start the* plow 
as far from the* outside towards the 
ce nter as the width of your disc, go­ 
ing around the* field no matter what 
its size*, tu rn in g the furrow towards 
ti* center. 
Follow this 
up 
until 
your last furrow is as near the* edge 
of the* field as it is practical to plow. 
then go to the* insieb* of this s t r i p 1 
and turn a furrow outward laying 
the* furrow' on top of your first fur­ 
row th a t your turned towards the 
conter. 
If your field is sloping or 
roiling or ohs section it by starting 
back furrow's as near together as the 
degree of slope 
requires, 
curving 
each back furrow to follow' the* con­ 
tour of the fi**!ti and keep the back 
furrow as nearly horizontal as the 
eye can judge. 
If the field has a reg­ 
al ar slope in one direction, the back 
furrows will be straight across this 
slope. 
If the field has a round ele­ 
vation in the center, then the back 
furrow's will 
be clear around this 
elevation. 
Run 
each back furrow 
horizontal until it somewhere comes 
to the edge of the field or is brought 
back to where it was started. 
When 
all the needed back 
furrows 
are 
marked then plow' 
each 
separate 
piece of land round and round, turn- 
i g the furrow all the time toward 
the ridges. 
Then disc the land, ru n ­ 
ning the disc so as to ridge iii) on the 
backfurrows, this will give quite a 
little embankment, the first plow­ 
ing, subsequent plowlngs and disc­ 
ing will raise these em bankments as 
high as you consider necessary. 


Once made they are there for all 
time, to hold the rainfall whether 
the land be tilled or in pasture or 
meadow, and are such gradual em­ 
bankm ents th a t they do not material- I 
ly interfere with cultivating or bar-1 
vesting, and please keep in mind that 
w h at we most w ant is not smooth 
surface nor level tops of waiving 
grain, but the 
biggest 
aggregate 
yield from the field as a whole, each 
year, instead of alternate years. By 
this method you get into the soil as 
much rainw ater In one year as you 
do in two years, without it, and you 
force into and on the soil by filtra­ 
tion from the rainwater, nearly as 
much plant food as your crop takes 
out and worked with 
rotation 
of 
crops in winch clover or alfalfa is 
frequently plowed under, with the 
new implement for more thorough j 
and continued surface cultivation, ) 
and consequent prevention of evap­ 
oration, applied as ii can and should j 
be to each crop, including clover and 
alfalfa in the rotation, thereby doub­ 
ling tin* strength of sod plowed un­ 
der. 
I firmly believe th a t some of us 
w i l l yet reach the one hundred bush­ 
el mark in wheat cultivation on dry 
uplands. 
The dry fa n n in g 
move­ 
ment has developed a large class of 
advanced th in kers among farmers, 
men who are out of the old ruts and 
who have no prejudice against book 
farming, men who in agriculture are I 
Insurgents and 
not 
standpatters. 
The large num ber of letters from all 
over the upland 
regions 
of 
the 
United States, Canada and Mexico, 
show that this class of 
men are 
grasping every new instrumentality 
on tile skirmish line of advancing 
agriculture; quick to see its import­ 
ance and p ut it into actual practice. 


The question 
has 
been 
asked, 
“ w hat if the em bankment system 
holds too much water on the uplands,’ 
my answer is th a t one minutes work 
with your shovel will open an em ­ 
bankment and let off w h at water you 
do not w an t after all danger of a 
flood in the streams have pasesd, and 
another minutes work will complete­ 
ly restore the embankment. 
I have 
never found it necessary to open my 


oldest 
embankment, which 
is now 
14 years old. and the rainfall here is 
36 inches, 
I w an t to say that there att no up­ 
land fields in America til ii t do not at 
times suffer from drought under th* 
old nu t hod. 
I HOW desire to giv** an outline of 
the new implement and its tine. Hav­ 
ing put all the precipitation into the 
aoli by the em bankment system, the 
next problem is how to prevent its 
waste by evaporation, 
The new inmplement tha t I find 
the most effective 
fen 
preventing 
wasteful 
evaporating 
consists 
of 
cursed wire teeth shaped lib* 
the 
teeth of some of the wire weeders al­ 
ready In us**, but much longer, not 
b ss than three feet, In the shortest, 
or front row, six teeth to each foot 
iti length of the implement, arranged 
in three rows to prevent clogging, 
six inches apart In each row, spaced 
so th a t Bt working the marks of the 
teeth are but ti\o inches apart, the 
lower end of each tooth rounded so 
that its lateral vibration makes it 
slip around any growing plant th a t I 
rooted three inches deep, but d e s t r o y s 
weeds just starting. 
These teeth ar** 
hung at the upper end on a light 
-teel bar, four inches in rear of this 
bar teeth pass through another light 
steel biir, through a hole a trifle wid­ 
er th a n the tooth and 2 % 
inches 
high so th a t each tooth has free play 
up and down but no lateral play ex­ 
cept the vibration of the steel. This 
allows each tooth to drop into any 
depression in th * ground 
surface. 
Each tooth should enter the ground 
I *2 Inches. 
To regulate this depth 
according to the hardness of the soil, 
a movable round iron weighing about 
* ounces is attached to each tooth by 
tin* tooth passing through a bole in 
the center of the weights and held 
in position by a th um b screw. When 
the ground is hard these weights 
should be near the lower end of tile 
tooth to priss it into the ground. As 
H e ground gets. looser 
raise 
the 
wi .gilts. 
The machine 
may 
be 
mounted on wheels nearly as large as 
horse rake wheels. 
In a weeder of 
!5 loot the wheels should be w'ide 
enough apart to straddle one row of 
corn or potatoes. 
In a weeder of 30 
feet the vt heels should 
be 
wide 
enough apart to straddle three rows. 
Two horses straddling one row will 
draw a 30 foot weeder with ease, 
with the driver riding. 
The large 
wheels and long teeth enables the 
Use of this weeder until the corn is 
two feet high, th** potatoes nearly 
filii grown and the 
small 
grains 
lo adet! out. 
lf after small grains 
are headed out a soaking rain comes 
it insures moisture enough to mature 
the grain without fu rth e r cultiva­ 
tion. 
lf no rain conies 
and 
the 
grain has been properly weeded the 
(inst mulch continues 
to 
prevent 
evaporation and no further stirring 
cf the surface is necessary* 
it is 
only when rain comes, just enough 
to encrust the soil and destroy the 
dust 
milch, but not enough to in­ 
sure the m a turing of the grain, th a t 
it is necesary to go into it with the 
weeder. Then I do so without flinch­ 
ing', for the benefit to the grain not 
injured by the tram p of the horses 
Or tile pressure of tile wheels is much 
mon* th an enough to over-balance 
the grain apparently injured will 
straighten up enough to be cut by 
the harvester and thresh out more 
arain than the same beads would 
h a \e done if left to a drought by 
- vaporation at this critical time iti 
its growth. 
The not benefit of the thorough, 
continued surface cultivation 
with 
this implement, of all small grains 
and ha,\ grasses Including clover and 
alfalfa on dry lands is as great as 
the hon * * ti t to corn and potatoes, over 
no cultivation for either. 
\s the ex­ 
pense of making one of these weed­ 
ers singly precludes their use until 
manufactured by some 
inplement 
house, and as th a t will undoubtedly 
be done as I ask no royalty on it, a 
more detailed description of the m a­ 
chine here would be of no use, 
I 
have endeavored to describe in full 
detail the working of it. 
The enor­ 
mous benefit of the em bankment sys­ 
tem to farmin g on the uplands can be 
largely realized with the implements 
you already have and w ithout any 
expense, while the incidental preven­ 
tion of soil erosion and lessening of 
floods is as complete by the use of 
the implements you already have, 
I advise tile us af the new implement 
when manufactured, finding as I have 
that ifs work is important and satis­ 
factory. 
For forest already growing the 
embankments whever 
needed 
are 
made by grubing out the small trees 
wide * n e i g h to plow 
six 
furrows 
with one strong horse or two horses. 
The next year back-furrow this ridge, 
higher and then build up with a shov­ 
el, this holding tin* rainfall and gone 
over each year with 
a 
cultivator 
makes a fire break, where a more ef­ 
fective fire break and trail or wagon 
road through the forest 
is needed 
make it wider serving the three pur­ 
poses of embankment road and fire 
break.
